The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 30, 33, 34, 36, and 39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Caspers, WO 01/54631 Al. Figure 18 illustrates an elongate, generally 
conical body portion 92 and 130 (page 22, lines 2-3) formed of a material that is at least 
radially elastically extendible (page 20, line 1) and collectively 'defining a recessed 
portion within which lies an annular seal 140, viewed as the reinforcement material for 
instant claims 30 and 39. 

Claims 34, 36, and 37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being clearly 
anticipated by Carstens, WO 03/024370 Al. Particular attention is directed to the band 
18 and the pre-stressed elastic ring 34 in Figure 4. As seen from paragraphs 0069 and 
0075 of US 2004/0236434 Al (believed to be the English language equivalent), the liner 
30 is radially stretchable and may alternatively have a distally closed end. 

Claims 3 1 and 32 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 22-24, 27-29, 35, and 38 are allowed. 

The Applicant's remarks have been considered but are deemed to be moot in view 
of the new grounds of rejection, which were necessitated by the added claims (and altered 
scope).
